House Agrees to Amend Acts 
To Provide Seed Grain for the 


Farmers During Coming Season} ® Atte: stick ty Them Peopie 


Three Different Bills Along These Lines Are Approved in Committee 
of the Whole—Hon. Mr. Mitchell Discusses the Subject of 
the Employment of Returned Men by the Province 


A new triple alliance in provincial statutes was consummated 
in the legislature on Wednesday when the house in committee of the 
whole agreed to three finally amended acts to provide seed grain 


for farmers during the coming spring season, — . 
While the three measures, advanced for third reading Thursday, 
distinct, the provisions of each are directed toward 


a solution of the same problem—that of supplying seed grain—and 
the application of the bills will overlap sufficiently to take care of 
all the main classes of farmers who may require assistance in ob- 


taining seed. 


To Advance Sced Grain 

The act submitted by Hon. 
Royle, number 16, provides machinery 
for motgage holders to advance seed 
grain loans to mortgagees without new 
mortgages being drawn. 

The bill sponsored by Hon. A. G. 
MacKay, numbered 32, enables or- 
ganized municipalities to arrange the 
advance of seed grain loans, this being 
officially “an act to amend the muni- 
cipal districts seed grain act,” the 
measure likely to be most widely ap- 
plied in the province. 

The measure numbered 33 and pre- 
sented by Hon. Duncan Marshall, is 
an act “respecting advances for the 
pudrchase of seed grain and the secur~ 
ities for repayment thereof,” this pro- 
viding for the government to take care 
of unorganized districts in the same) 
way as regularly organized municipal 


Mitchell explaining that the act per- 
J. R./ mitied the raising of a $300 loan when 
a farmer desired seed grain only. 
When feed grain or hay was required 
the farmer could borrow up to $360, 
one fourth of which ($90) might be 
applied in the purchase of such feed. 

Mr. Hogdley protested against the 
lieutenant governor in council being 
}empowered to raise such sums as 
might be required to meet guaran- 
tees, holding that only temporary fi- 
nancing should be permitted until 
the subsequent session of the legisla- 
ture. 

Both Premier Stewart and Mr. Mit- 
chell agreed that such privileges of 
financing should not be delegated to 
the council as a regular course, but 
the present situation was unusually 
acute and special measures were re- 
quired, 

A request that the bill be reprinted 
in order that the various amendments 
might be considered as revised in com- 
mittee, was made by Geo. Hoadley. 

Protest Against Delay 

Any further delay was protested 
against by the premier, C. 8. Pingle 
and J. A. CcColl, who said there was 
the utmost urgency of passing the act 
and having every arrangement made 
for immediately enabling farmers to 
obtain their seed grain. The time was 
so short before seeding operations 
might begin, in the south especially, 


The government guarantee stands 
yehind the advances for seed grain in 
all cases, and in each measure there is 
a proviso enabling farmers to obtain 
advances for feed as well as seed loans 
for seed alone not to exceed $300 and 
loans for seed and feed combined not 
to exceed $360, of which $90 would be 
available for feed. 

A reconsideration of the act res- 
pecting assistance to widowed mothers 


supporting children developed another 
chapter of discussion in committee of 
the whole, the measure again being 
stood over with the adjournment of 
the house. Practically ali the clauses 
were adopted however with minor 
amendments in one or two cases, the 
adjournment taking place when the 
schedule of children’s ages and the 
fees consequent thereupon was under 
inquiry. 
Employment of Returned Men 

At the opening of the house the 
attention of the members was drawn 
to a return tabled by Hon, Mr, Mit- 
chell showing how many returned 
soldiers were employed by the govern- 
ment on December 31, 1918, This re- 
turn was made on the request of Capt. 
kh. Pearson, senior member for over- 
seas. Hon. Mr. Mitchell referred to 
a misconception which might arise 
in conection with the return. He cited 
an article in the Edmonton Journal 
reviewing the return which he thought 
showed how the statement might be 
misconstrued by the public. One col- 
umn in the return showed “by whom 
recommended,” in reference to the 
appointment of the veterans, Mr. 
Mitchell explained that the direct ap-| 
pointment in each department was in 
every case made by the minister in 
charge of the department, but the re- 
turns only showed this to be the cases 
in certain instances. For example, if | 
the returned man was recommended 
to the department by the G.W.V.A. or 
any other person or organization, the 
recommendation would be so noted in 
the return. Notwithstanding the min- 
ister made the appointment in each 
and every case after inquiry.

James Weir agreed there was need 
of prompt action in getting the bill, 
but he wanted assurance that the fed- 
eral government would not delay the 
supply of seed grain. 

Fred Davis (opp.) voiced reports 
that the federal authorities had made 
a profit of from 25 cents to 30 cents a 
bushel for seed grain supplied farmers 
in 1918. He wanted to see the pro- 
vincial department of agriculture ac- 
quire seed grain-in an open market 
and supply farmers without any profit. 
Mr. Boyle explaine@-that the Dominion 
officials had commandeered all seed 
grain in the fall of 1918 and in view of 
the war outlook at that time the pro- 
yincial government entered into ar- 
rangements for the distribution of 


|} such seed grain from the federal ele- 


vators. Mr. Davis agreed that nothing

subsequent seasons. 

The bill was provisionally approved, 
Hon. Mr. Mitchell moving that it be 
reprinted and returned to the house 
for final ratification without delay. 

The house also agreed to the report- 
ing of Bill 16, as amended, this being 
a companion act of the seed grain bill 
previously considered. This measure 
is entitled an act to facilitate the bor- 
rowing of money for the purchase of 
seed grain. 

Following the reporting of bill 16 as 
amended by Hon. J. R. Boyle, the 
house aproved the third seed grain 
measure as submitted by Hon. A. G. 
MacKay, being ‘‘an act to amend the

Will Work Out Their Own 
Salvation 


VICTORIA, B.C., March 12—“‘When 
T left Siberia the situation in that 
country was frightfully complicated,” 
said Capt. Stairs, a Canadian officer, 
who for the past nine months has been 
attached to the British Intelligence 
staff at Vladivostok, in discussing 
| Siberia today. 
| Capt. Stairs, who saw considerable 
service in Flanders with the 25th 
(Halifax) Battalion before going to 
Siberia, is accompanied by Capt. Mar- 
tini, a Polish officer who graduated 
from a military school under the 
supervision of Capt. Stairs near Viadi- 
vostok. 

Capt. Stairs says that Admiral Kol- 
chak, the Siberian dictator, holds the 
confidence of the majority of the 
Siberian people and is recognized as 
the man who is most likely to bring 
order out of chaos in that country. 

“Kolchak’s idea,” he said, “is to get 
the country settled and then bring 
about @ proper constitutional election 
and thus provide stable government 


by elected representatives of the 
people. 
“If the allies stick by them the 


Siberians will work out their own sal- 
vation. If they are guaranteed the 
moral support of the allies everything 
will come out right—that is the only 
hope of saving the country from Bol- 
|shevism and German influence.” 

The captain is of the opinion that if 
the allies had gone to the assistance of 
the Russians at the beginning, the 
Bolshevik would have been quickly 
overthrown, as he contends, the people 
are tired of starvation and suffering 
and are eager to cast off the yoke of 
Bolshevism. 

“The hope that something would 
come out of Bolshevik ideals has been 
shattered completely and the masses 
are now anxious to stamp it out,” 
said Captain Stairs. 

“If the allies withdraw, all hope will 
be gone. The Bolshevik are in the 
minority but the army, while ruthless, 
is well trained and fairly well equip- 
ped. You must get away from the 
idea that it is an armed rabble.”

On board the Toloa officers stated 
that the men on being discharged 
from the British army were given $20

at New York for transportation to 
their homes.

Otherwise Situation Will Become 
Hopelessly Desperate, Declares 
Czar’s Brother 


PARIS, March 12.—Former Grand 
Duke Alexander Michaelovitch, who 
| arrived in Paris recently from the Cri- 
| mea, told the Associated Press today 
that unless armed Allied interven- 
tion in Russia began at once, the sit- 
uation there would become so hope- 
lessly desperate that it would take 
years, perhaps decades, to restore a 
semblance of order, and bring about 
peace in Western Europe, The former 
Grand Duke, who is a brother-in-law 
of the former Emperor continued: ‘I 
do not ask the Allies to fight for us. 
| We merely ask them to keep order in 
the territories wrested from Bolshev- 
ism by the governments already fight- 
ing the Soviet. 

“YT came here in January in an at- 
| tempt to help my country as a pri- 
vate citizen acquainted with condi- 
tions In Russia. I thought I would 
find justice and sympathy at the

Referring to the street railway of 
that city Mr. Henry says: “This sys- 
tem is said to be the best in the world 
and yet they cannot make it pay. I 
am sending the enclosed olipping for 
your information and encourage- 
ment.” 

In the clipping referred to it ts stat- | 
ed that during the year 1918 the 
street car system of Los Angeles had

RUN ON JAPANESE 
BANK IN VANCOUVER

Vancouver, Mar. 11 A scene close 
ly resembling one of the panic days | 
and hard times, was enacted here to- 
day, when a run was started on a Jap- 
inese bank in which Hindi Ss well as 
Orientals had money deposited, when 
rumors of alleged insolvency of the 
bank started at a shingle mill employ- 
ing.Asiatics and shortly after the noon 
hour a wildly dishevelled mob made 
its way to the bank in an automo- 
bile, presented their deposit books and 
deinanded their sayings | 

From this incident, rumors spread 
still further ntil there was a great 
crowd of Orientals demanding their 
money Police reserves were called in 
to quell what had the appearance of} 
a near riot Consul Ukita was ap-| 
pealed to and in a short time two au- 
tomobiles of crisp bills were on their 
way to the bank from another bank } 


and were soon arrayed in plain sight. | 


Consul Ukita addressed the crowd 
and many of them re-deposited their 
money before leaving the bank. The 


greatest number of withdrawals, how- 
ever, were made by Hindus, wto took 
their bills away with them. Several 
shingle mills were sadly crippled for 
help during the afternoon when their

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Widowed Mothers’ Pensions 


The Opposition in the Legisla- 
ture on Tuesday proposed a radi- 
cal broadening in the seope of the 
Widowed Mothers Pension bill. 
The bill as it stands provides that 
the Province and the Municipality 
shall contribute on the 50-50 basis 
for the support of a family left in 
need by the death of the husband 
and father or by his detention in 
an insane asylum. The Opposi- 
tion amendment proposed that the 
assistance should be given also to 
families left in need because the 
husband and father was an in- 
valid, or had been sent to jail for 
violation of the law. 

There is no question that the 
family whose bread-winner is sent 
to jail for a crime in which they 
were not participants should be 
provided for. To leave the wife 
and children destitute because the 
husband is a criminal is as real an 
offence against justice as the act 
for which the head of the family is 
punished. 

Neither is there any room to 
dispute the view that when the 
bread-winner is an invalid the 
community should provide the 
wife and children with the means 
of subsistence, This not only as 
an act of humanity, but in fairness 
among people of the community. 
In such cases, if other provision 
is not made, the burden of taking 
care of the unfortunate family 
falls upon neighbors and relatives, 
who may not be well circumstanc- 
ed to bear it. If the necessary re- 
lief is fortheoming from municipal 
or provincial revenues the burden 
is distributed over the entire 
people of the community, and 
none is seriously inconvenienced 
by it. 

However, the bill now before 
the Legislature is a piece of en- 
tirely new legislation. It proposes 
to link up the province and the 
municipalities in partnership, for 
the extension of relief in cases of 
distress. As a beginning it is pro- 
posed to obligate the partners to 
deal only with two classes of cases. 
The arrangement being new, it is 
considered prudent on the part of 
the Government to wait until ex- 
perience has shown how the ma- 
chinery will operate before enlarg- 
ing the provisions and taking on 


responsibility for other classes. In | 


view of the fact that the responsi- 
bility is being divided, and that 
divided responsibility frequently 
leads into difficulties, it will be 


generally accepted as better to! 


wait and see how the arrangement 
between the province and the 
municipalities works out in the 
test of actual experience, before 
loading down the machinery, 

The restriction of the bill to the 
two classes at this time does not 
in any way increase the hardships 
of the other classes who also re- 
quire relief, nor involve any un- 
willingness to bring them under 
the provisions of the act if it is 
found in practice that the legisla- 
tion is directed along the right 
lines. The municipality is obliged 
under present conditions to pro- 
vide for the family whose bread- 
winner is an invalid, or is in pris- 
on, The municipality will still be 
required to provide for them after 
this bill goes into force. The 
effect of the measure is to relieve 
the municipality of half the cost 
of supporting widows with chil- 
dren, and families of men who 
have lost their reason, while at the 
same time placing these families 
in a less onerous and less humilia- 
ting position than they have been, 

The bill has been amended to 
the effect that instead of fixing a 
stated sum to be paid to the bene- 
ficiaries, the amount of assistance 
to be given is left to the diseretion 
of municipal relief officers. The 
wisdom of that change is very 
doubtful, It leaves room for the 
exercise of favoritism and dis- 


crimination on the part of relief 
officers, and for giving a larger 
measure of relief to some families 
than to others. That is not fair or 
wise. The law should be so drawn 
that the unfortunate woman would 
know precisely how much money 
is coming to her, and would be 
under no obligation of any kind to 
any relief officer—male or female 
—in connection with it. 


Justice! ! ! 


The Committee of the Peace Con- 
ference appointed to study the 
question of responsibility for the 
war, reports that officials of the 
Central Empires are morally 
guilty of the most heinous crimes; 
a conclusion with which none will 
be disposed to disagree and which 
cannot have cost the committee 
many hours of arduous thought. 

It is said, however, that the 
United States delegates are hold- 
ing aloof from the idea of impos- 
ing punishment upon the indivitu- 
als responsible for these crimes, 
and that if the European Allies 
determined to punish them they 
would have toact alone. It is sug- 
gested, therefore, that instead of 
hanging the fiends they may be 
‘‘formally denounced’’ in the 
wording of the peace treaty. 

The plain meaning of it seems to 
be that the assassins of Nurse 
Cavell are to be severely repri- 
manded, and those responsible for 
the sinking of the Tusitania sub- 
jected to some critical remarks. 


| Making a Difference. 


The acting president of the Uni- 
| versity has been advised that the 
| Dominion Government cannot pro- 
vide funds to continne the training 
of students who left the Univer- 
sity to enlist. The decision is per- 
haps made on the ground that the 
student who was attending the 
| University two or three years ago 
}is probabiy as well able now to 
| pay his way as he was at that 
time. 

| That, however, does not alto- 
| gether meet the situation, Return- 


one who has partially completed 
| the University course necessary to 
| enter a chosen field of life is sure- 
ly entitled also to some financial 
consideration for lost time. Whe- 
| ther he actually cannot proceed 
| without asistance is not the point, 
| In dealing with returned soldiers 
| Government assistance should not 
be, and is not, limited to cases of 
| absolute helplessness. To assist 
returned men _ in one occupation 
land not give some corresponding 
assistance to soldiers wishing to 
| enter other occupations will create 
|a feeling of discrimination. That 
is by no means desirable. 


| «‘Impressing’’ a Minister. 


Hon. Mr. Carvell says that he 
| has been much impressed since the 
signing of the armistice by the de- 
;mands made upon the Govern- 
| ment for the expenditure of pub- 
lie money. There can hardly be 
any doubt of that. The Govern- 
ment having informed the public 
that its reconstruction policy was 
to consist of a campaign of whole- 
sale expenditure of war funds and 
other borrowed money, there na- 
turally is a willingness on the part 
of every aspiring community in 
the Dominion to help the work of 
reconstruction. 

It is to be feared that the Min- 
ister’s troubles will be rather in- 
creased than decreased by his 
statement that ‘‘We are adhering 
to the principle that we are not 
constructing public works because 
| they will be of some good to the 
|!eommunity but because they will 
| provide employment.’’ In other 
words, all that a community has 


| claim for the expenditure of Do- 
| minion money is to develop an ap- 
| petite therefor, It is not necesary 
to show, or even to claim, that the 
proposed undertaking would be 
of permanent benefit to the com- 
munity, or even of the nature of a 
temporary necessity.All that has to 


be shown according to the Minis- | 


ter of Public Works, is that the 
carrying out of the enterprise 
would provide employment. 

It would be exceedingly  diffi- 
cult to discover in this particular 


Dominion of ours any community | 


so lacking in inventive genius that 
it could not devise ways and means 
by which money could be spent so 
as to provide employment for 
some one, nor are the Canadian 
people so wanting in enterprise 
that they cannot among them 
evolve projects which will get 
away with quite all the money Mr. 
Carvell and associates will be able 
to find. Now that the publie are 
informed that the policy of the 
Government is to spend for the 
sake of spending, it seems reason-

| Editor The Bulletin, 


Sir—My attention has been drawn 
to an article in The Bulletin of Feb- 
lruary 27th, eawiitled “Grande Prairie 
at Tension on Dominion’s Railway 
| Policy.” This is correct. But it is 
nol correct to represent that we want 
|the government to concentrate atten- 
|tion immediately upon 
jtion of the C.N.R. 
| On February 25th there was mailed 
to Ottawa Yor presentation to the min- 
ister of railways and canals a petition 
endorsed by 1,190 signatures, with 
more flowing in to be forwarded in a 
|supplementary list, asking for imme- 
diate extension of the E.D. & B.C, to 
jlink up with Pacific coast connection 
|at the earliest possible date. We de- 
sire to see the government build from 
|}some point on the present Grande 
| Prairie spur, centrally westward 
through the prairie so as to serve at 
‘once as many of the people as pos- 
|sible. We wish the line to swing up 
|to connect with the Pacific Great Wast- 
ern which the B.C. government is ex- 
pected to push through the Pine Pass 
; without delay. Our petition also asks 
‘for laying of steel on the graded right- 
of-way from Spirit River to Pouce 
|Coupee. We presume that this main 
jline and the Grande Prairie 
would both connect with the P.G E, 

The C.N.R. Onoway line will come 
in time, but it is a formidabie project 
‘and to depend on this would be to de- 
|prive Grande Prairie settlers of the 
prospect of the early relief so urgently 
jneeded. On this point our petition 
says: 

“And whereas the settlers of Grande 
| Prairie, though 
and urging also the extension of the 
present Onoway branch of the C.N.R., 
realize that the length of mileage to 
be built, the timbered character of 
the country through which it must 
pass, and more particularly the diffi- 
culties presented by the large rivers 
it must cross, render unlikely its com- 
pletion through Grande Prairie in less 
than three years’ time.” 

This sums up the case. The E.D 
& B.C. is in the country, but serves 
with a haul of ten miles and under 
less than one-fifth the total area of a 
distric. whose settiement is spread 
over an area 25 per cent. larger than 
the whole province of Prince Edward 
Island.

SENIORITY vs, DEMOCRACY 


| Editor The Bulletin. 

Sir—If I may be permitted to take 
uv a little space in your valuable 
paper, I would like to say a few words 
in answer to letter by ‘Demo, ap- 
pearing in a recent issue of Bulletin re 
|"Sentority on Street Railway,” in!

seniority. 

In this T will not attempt to answer 
the questions as put by him, but will 
merely outline my viewpoint in the 
matter of seniority, 

To begin with, I will draw hie at- 
tention to the fact that the seniority 
system is in force on the various rail- 
way systems throughout North Am- 
erica, also on every large street rail- 
way system in the United States, Un- 
der the seniority system, when a man) 
takes a position where it is in vogue, 
jhe does so with the understanding 
jthat he must accept the conditions 
which it invokes, also he can see 
where if he remains in the service, 
that the time is coming when he can 
step up to a better position or run and 
hold it against a new comer in the 
service and makes his provisions ac- 
jcordingly. Eventually, he gets his 
feet on the ladder of promotion and 
gradually climbs to the top, possibly 
to an official position, assuming that 
he has the ability. | 

Seniority provided the incentive, for) 
jhe knew vhat if he remained in the) 
service, that the simple process of evo- 
lution and the survival of the fittest, 
would eventually push him to the top, 
providing he was competent. On the 
other hand all the seniority in the 
| world would not be sufficient to place 
him at the top if he were not compet- 
ent, for all men are intolerant of in- 
efficiency, therefore in course of time, 
jhis own fellow workers would cease 
}to protect him and he would have to 
step down and out, to make way for 
the man who was competent. There- 
fore seniority goes to make for a bet- 
ter class of men in the service, which 
would make for a better service as a 
natural sequence, 

Under the “Democratic” or “Social” 
! system, it would very likely be a ques- 
tion of how much influence or “pull” 
‘an employee had with an official of 
the system as to the amount of time 
!he put in on hard or easy, or day and 
night runs, or as to who filled a vacant 
official position, regardless of i..erit 

Aisuv Uidei titis system, it would be 
|necessary for an official of the system 
|to place the men on their respective 
}run or rune and no matter what dis- 
position were made, it would be sure 
to dissatisfy some of the men, who 
would think that there was a certain 
|'amount of discrimination being shown 
in favor of some of the employees, 
which might, or might not be the case, 
this would cause discontent and breed 
antagonism against the official and 
; the employee so favored Seniority 
| would eliminate this factor, for when 
ja senior man takes the preference a 
junior man knows that he must accep 
| the condition placed upon him by the 
{rule of seniority and take the next 
| best, also he knows he has not 
| been discriminated against 
| As to the amount of good which the 
}men derive as a whole from the eeni- 
jority system, the fact that it tends to 
create and maintain a harmonious 
feeling between them, should be sug- 


ficient in itself, if for no other rea-| 
| son. 
At the present time, with a few 


possible exceptions, we have a very 
good class of men, moet of them being 
old-timers in the Edmonton — street 
railway service, who have proven 
through test of time that they are a} 
capable and efficient body of men, 
with whom we are not afraid to trust 
the lives and limbs of those dear to us, 
for it must be admitted that a certain 
element of danger exists, even in rid-) 
ing on a street car In view of this’ 
I think it better to keep the old ex-| 
| perienced men on the cars

CRISIS NOW IN 
WORLD AFFAIRS 
SAYS LANSING 


No Time to Be Lost if World Is 
to Be Saved From Total 
Anarchy 


Paris, March 12—"We have reached 
@ crisis in the affairs of the world,” 
said United States Secretary Robert 
Lansing, at a banquet given last night 
“By, the inter-Allled Press club in honor 
of the American peace commissionets. 
Mr. Iansing was emphatic fn his 
etatement that the Allies must feed 
Germany and give the Germans op- 


portunity to sell their products in the 
foreign markets, if the danger of Bole 
shevism was to be averted. HA point- 
#d ont that it was not through pity 
for Germany, but to the Allies’ own 


advantage to see that anarchy was 
prevented in the former German em- 
pire. 


Mr. Lansing, {n part, said: 

“Germany has suffered bitterly and 
Germany is entitled to suffer for what 
she has done. She has paid a fearful 
penalty for the crime of plunging the 
world into four years of blood and 
fire. Today starfvation and want are 
the portion of the German people. 
Violence and murder stalk the streets 
of their great cities. Political insti- 
tutions ,industrial enterprise and the 
very structuré of society are tottering. 
It is the pfice of théir own evil-doing, 
the just retribution of their crimes.” 


“To make Germany capable of re- 
sisting anarchy and the hideous des- 
potism of the Red Terror, Germany 
must be allowed to purchase food, 
and to earn that food indugsirial con- 
ditions must be restored by a treaty of 
peace, It is not out of pity for the 
German people that this must be done 
without delay but because we, the 
victors {in this war, will be the ohief 
sufferers if it is not done, 

‘You may demand reparation as 
much as you please, but unless the 
Zerman people are furnished mater- 
{als for their industries and commer- 
ejal opportunities to eel] products of 
Jabor in the foreign markets, and un- 
less the laborers have food Germany 
can never pay, even in part, for the 
evil she has done. Furthermore, if 
the present state of chaos continues 
and political power continues to grow 
weaker there will be no responsible 
German government with which to 
make peace; there will be no govern- 
ment etrong enough to carry out the 
conditions of the treaty of peace 

“I say to you, men of the Aliled 
powers, that there is no time to be 
lost if we are to save the world from 
the despotism of anarchy, even as we 
have saved it from the despotism of 
autocracy. We ought to make, wo 
must make, peace without delay, and 
ships laden with food must enter the 
harbors of Germany. We have reached 
@ crisis in the affairs of the world. Wo 
must meet h without passion and with- 
out permitting our judgment to be 
warped by a natura! and unavoidable 
desire for vengeance on a nation which 
has committed such atrocities as those 
the Germane have coinmitted,.”

ON GOVERNMENT 


LAND SETTLEMENT | 


Ottawa, March 12.—While the de- 
bate on the address was in progress in 
the House last night, W, J, Black, 
chairman of the Soldier Settlement 
board, waa giving an address in one 
of the committee rooms on the ac- 
tivities of the board. Nearly all the 
western members with a number from 
the eastern provinces, foregathered, 
and this countef-attraction had the 
effect of emptying the Commons 
chamber. 

Mr. Black gave a lucid explanation 
of the government policy with resPect 
to land settlement and oleared up 
many points upon which there had 


been some discussion throughout the | 5 


country. He showed that there was a 
great ruth of applicants in many of 
the pfovinces and that men of fine 
type, having farming experience and 
abundance of enthusiasm were fush- 
ing forward to take advantage of the 
opportunities offered.

Washington, Mar. 12—Chaotic con- 
ditions in Kussia particularly in Pet- 
|rograd and Moscow, were described in 
a report received by the state depart- 
ment, The depths to which the coun- 
try has been plunged by the Bolshe- 
viki rule was said by the advices to 
be indicated in a report from Mos- 
cow, saying that human flesh had been 
sold to the famine-stricken popula- 
tion by Chinese soldiers, whe later 
were arrested. 

Both Moscow and Petrograd were 
reported without food of any kind. 
Supplies of coal, kerosene and gaso- 
tine have been exhausted and since 
wood was nationalized in September, 
it has not been available for private 
use, Because of lack of fuel, the ad- 
vices said that sewerage and water 
systems of Petrograd might cease op- 
erations at any time 
Petrograd were described as deserted 


with the exception of soldiers and civ- | 


ilians begging for food. The deat':s 
in the city, chiefly from typhoid and 
smallpox, were estimated at 4,000 


daily. 
The Swiss, Danish, Swedish, Dutch 
and British embassies were said to 


have been looted. 

Conditions in Moscow were reported 
as better than in Petrograd although 
all industries in the former, except a 
few military plants, have ceased to 
operate The only food 
brought to Moscow by peasants, who 


sell at excessive prices, sugar bring- 
ing 20 roubles the pound, which at 
the old value of the rouble would be
